Meanwhile, leaflets signed by a 
former Iranian general have been 
distributed in Teheran, criticizing 
the “human wave" tactics used in 
Tranjan offensives and calling on the 
government to accept international 
mediation to end “this stupid and 
painful war.” The leaflets take the 
form of an open letter to Ayatollah 
Khomeini, and are signed by retired 
Gen. Azizollah Amir Rahimi. for- 
mer commander of Lran’s paramilit- 
ary security force and a firm suppor- 
ter of the 1979 Khomeini revolution. 

Rahimi describes the human wave 
as a “ridiculous” tactic. resembling 
that used by the American Indians. 
Their tactics failed, he adds, “and 
ours are doomed too. Even hun- 
dreds more such attacks would be 
futile. Our greatest gain would be to 
see an end to the war before it is too 
late.”

The Exocet 
strikes again 


PARIS (AFP). — The sea-skimming 
Exocet missile which ripped into the 
USS. frigate Stark in the Gulf, Sun- 
day, bas been feared by the world’s 
navies since its deadly power was 
revealed in the 1982 Falklands war. 

Made by the French state-owned 
arms group Aerospatiale, Exocet — 
the French word for a flying fish — 
bas been in service since 1979. They 
fitted to French-made Super- 
Etendard fighter-bombers of the 
Argentine air force, they were used 
with devastating effect against the 
British task force in the South Atlan- 
τς ἐπὶ May 1982. On May 4 the frigate 
HMS Sheffield was sunk by an Ex- 
ocet fired from a Super-Etendard. 

Twelve days later, twin Exocets 
destroyed a 15-ton support ship, the 
Atlantic Conveyor, and on June 11 
another missile tore through the des- 
troyer HMS Glamorgan, but with- 
out causing catastrophic damage.

Waldheim on TV: 


“We were coerced into 
duty to Hitler’s army’ 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Austrian Pres- 
ident, Kurt Waldheim yesterday 
admitted misreacting to accusations 
he was involved in Nazi war crimes. 
but repeated he was innocent and 
explained what he meant by duing 
his “duty” in Hitler's urmy. 

In a televised address made “as 
both president of the republic and as 
the human being Kurt Waldheim.” 
he also pledged to lead the way in 
presenting Austria “convincingly. 
believably and independently.” to 
the world. 

Waldheim, effectively banned 
from the U.S. last month because of 
suspicion about his war record, said 
he had under-estimated how far 
judgement of his personal fate would 
lead to controversy about Austria's 
role at that time. 

“Looking back J see some person- 
al miscalculation and some mis- 
takes... ,"" he said in a speech coincid- 
ing with the start of a six-day visit to 
the U.S. by Chancellor Franz Vra- 
nitzky, 

“None of this deliberate: much 
resulted from my personal perplex- 
ity in the face of accusations which 
coeey distorted my person and my 
life.“ 

Waldheim said an Austrian team 
tn Belgrade last week had shown that 
“absolutely nothing” remained of 
accusations he was involved in war 
crimes in the Balkans: He added that 
U.S. -officials had not produced a 
single incriminating document. 

“I deeply condemn all atrocities 
committed in the Balkan war, even if 
I certainly had no part in them,” he 
said. 

Waldheim. treated with suspicion 
outside Austria since his election as 


president last June, has been conde- 
mned in many quarters for saying he 
was only doing his “duty” as a sol- 
dier in Hitler's army. 

“What 1 meant to express by 
“duing my duty” -- but obviously 
expressed only incompletely and in- 
exactly — was...the inability of my 
generation to muke ἃ free choice,” 
he explained. “Τῆς powerlessness of 
being coerced..." 

From that “duty” had grown a 
particular obligation, particularly 
for his generation, to fight “racism, 
fanaticism and intolerance” and to 
protect in particular those most 
affected by the horrors of the Nazi 
terror. 

“I myself tried to do this as a 
diplomat - above all at the UN" 
said Waldheim. UN Secretary- 
General from 1972 to 1982. 

On reconciiation with the victims 
of Nazism, he said there could be no 
coming to terms with an unthinkable 
crime, “and in the end, reconcilia- 
tion can be begun only by the vic- 
tim.” 

There could be no such thing as 
collective national guilt, but there 
was such a thing as a difficult com- 
mon heritage from which no one 
could escape. 

Some commentators had expected 
Waldheim to deliver a speech along 
the starkly critical lines of the one 
made two years ago by West: Ger- 
man President Richard von Weiz- 
saecker. He had said many Germans 
had tried not to see what was hap- 
pening under Hitler and that the 
country must accept the heavy fega- 
cy of a “reign of terror" which had 
ave utter contempt for human 
life. 
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Tuition fee furor breathes |Serious

_ The goverment's controversial de- 
cision on tuition fees -- assailed by 
some as a racist measure and hailed 
by others as fair play for army veter- 
ans — has transformed political life as 
Jerusalem's Hebrew University. 
Thousands of students will cast. 
thelr votes today in the annual stu- 
dents union election. And for once 
the candidates have been arguing the 
issues instead of appealing to 
arate electors to cast their bal- 
ots. 


Last year the turnout was only 40 
per cent. This year all factions pre- 
dict that well over half the student 


body will vote... 


Large sums of money have re- 
portedly been invested by the poli- 
tical backers of the various factions 
contesting the poll. And candidates 
agreed that the country's leaders will 
keep a close watch on the result, 
which may be seen as an indication 
of the political mood in the country. 

Joel Weinberg. a leader of the 
Ometz group comprising a coalition 
of Citizens Rights Movement and 
Mapam supporters, pointed out that, 
national trends have often been re- 
flected in Hebrew University cam- 
pus elections. 


When Menachem Begin led the 

Likud to its first election victory in 
1977, the right captured the stu- 
dents" poll, he recalled. 
. But in today's election one issue 
will take precedence: the cabinet's 
tuition fee ruling, which set the price 
at $1,050 for army veterans and 
$1,550 for those — primarily Arabs - 
who do not serve in the forces. 

While the week has seen demon- 
strations, strikes and other protests 
over the decision, today students at 
the country’s oldest university will 
have the chance to express their 
views through the ballot box. 

Yesterday at the Forum, the hall 
at the Mount Scopus campus where 
political rallies and meetings are tra- 
ditionally held, the conflicting par- 
ties set up stalls loaded with election 
leaflets. The place was packed. 


“I've never seen anything like 
this,” said Uri Ben-Hur, current 
students union chairman and leader 
of the Aligament-backed Ofek 
group. “Usually people are pretty 
apathetic, but the government's de- 
cision has shaken them up.” 


Ben-Hur agreed that Ofek ‘were 
spending about $4,000 on their 
campaign to retain control of the 
union — “twice as much as last year™ 
— although one feft-wing opposition 


group said the figure was closer to 
$10,000. 

Despite a recent poll showing that 
the right-wing Gilad group was lead- 
ing Ofek by 33 per cent to 31 per 
cent, Ben-Hur was optimistic. “I 
think we'll capture 50 per cent of the 
votes,” he said. 

“The tuition fee affair has shown 
people the difference between the 
left and the right in this campaign. 
and we will continue the struggle 
once we are re-elected.” 

David Rosenberg, of Gilad, which 
comprises Likud, Tehiya and other 
right-leaning groups, said he too 
thought the tuition fee issue would 
bring out the voters. ὁ 

But he continued: “I think that 
this might make people forget ‘the 
more immediate issues on whi 
Gilad has fought successfully over 
the year.” Clearly, he did not believe 
that Likud ministers had done his 
group any favour by backing the 
tuition plan.

plane. This rate has been one of the 
main points stressed by the program- 
me’s supporters. 

“I'm willing to pay practically any 
Price for a slight improvement in 
Survivability, You're dealing with 
people's lives,” an advocate of the 
Lavi stressed. 


Experience has taught Israel not 
to rely on imports. France imposed 
an embargo on the supply of Mirages 
in 1967 and the U.S. suspended F-16 
shipments after the attack on the 
reactor near Baghdad. 

Moreover, making a fighter plane 
here would invigorate local industry, 
Lavi supporters argued. 

Agreements with U.S. companies 
supplying parts for the Lavi also 
require the companies to provide 
Israel with know-how. Much of the 
technology has already arrived and 
enriched many industries, an LAI 
source said. 

Technologies acquired for the 
Lavi have already generated spi- 
noffs. The radar systems are ex- 
ported and digital-fuel systems are 
used in other aircraft. The LAI esti- 
mated this week that the spinoffs 
have brought in some $100 million to 


date. 

Buying F-16s and installing Israeli 
avionics in them was no longer feasi- 
ble, according to defence and indus- 
‘try sources. 

The Lavi integrates airframe and 
avionics. It has four times more 
avionics than the Kfir and its 

- avionics are 10 to 15 times more 
complex, said Ovadia Harari, the 
Lavi's chief engineer. 

There are dozens of antennas, 
more than in the F-16, and some are 
part of the plane's skin. “If you so 
much as move an electronic warfare 
antenna from the Lavi's tail to the 
F-16 you will get into a lot of com- 
plications,” an aeronautical en- 
gineer argued. 

“Maybe four or five years ago that 
would have been a solution but to- 
day it’s too late,” a senior defence 
source said. 

The Lavi's supporters also say that 
if the project is terminated the [AI 
will have to fire 4,000 people and 
other industries will have to dismiss 

. 800 to 1,000 workers. 

A completely different picture 
emerges in meetings with senior 
military sources. 

In Tel Aviv last week a military

expert was asked what the Lavi can 
do that the F-16 can’t. 

“Nothing,” he said. 

_ “There are no security justifica- 
tons for the Lavi -- only other con- 
siderations — and the result will harm 
security,” he added. 

He conceeded the Lavi had some 
advantages in air-to-surface attacks 
and in survivability, but maintained 
that they were not decisive. 

Bat the the F-16 is a much better 
aircraft than the Lavi for air-to-air 
battles. It can carry a larger variety 
of missiles and has better radar. 

An Air Force commander would 
be hard-pressed to decide whether to 
use an F-16 or a Lavi on a mission. 
“Both provide an equal measure of 
security,” the military expert said. 

Purchasing more F-16s would be 
advantageous because they could be 
delivered in the near future. The first 
Lavi squadron is due only in 1993 
and the first squadron with all the 
advanced avionics is expected only 
later. 

Moreover, the Lavi’s capabilities 
are still largely on paper. The 40 
flight tests conducted so far 
appeared to prove the soundness of 
the planners" predictions — but the 
plane is still an unknown compared 
with the battle-tested F-16. 

Commenting on this argument, a 
Lavi supporter exclaimed: “Don't I 
know that? I'm an engineer and I 
‘breathe’ the Lavi. I know all the 
tisks involved. But if you'd followed 
that line you would not have tried to 
establish new settlements during the 
Mandate. It was extremely danger-: 
ous. Hanita was attacked the day it 
was established ~ but it was estab- 
lished!" 

But the critics said the emphasis 
on the Lavi was hampering technolo- 
gical development, not helping it. 

“We invest a fortune in building a 
platform (meaning the Lavi's body) 
though we don't have a relative 
advantage in that field. The result is 
that we're short of funds for develop- 
ing smart munitions and other sys- 
tems +o be installed in the plane and 
those are precisely the systems in 
which we could express our relative 
advantage,” the military source 
argued. 

“The spinoffs in missiles and 


- drones don’t justify the huge outlay. 


If you invest $1.3 billion in develop- 
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ment of the Lavi you may get $700m. 
worth of technologies for other 
items,” he argued. 

Israel cannot count on exporting 
the Lavi to help cover the invest- 
ment. It had hoped to export the Kfir 
but after years it has sold only 24 to 
Ecuador and leased 25 to the U.S. 
Navy and Marines to simulate MiGs 
in pilot training programmes. 

There was also very little sym- 
pathy in the IDF for the [Al's claim 
that ending the programme would 
lead to large-scale dismissals.

World Sephardi Federation: 
maturity —or just old age? 


The cliches of the Sephardi- 
Ashkenazi rift, on which so many 
people have thrived politically. or 
financially in the last decade. didn't 
seem to light any fires this week at 
the first Israel convention of the 
World Sephardi Federation. In- 
stead, cliches about “turning words 
into deeds” were the stuff of debate. 

More than one participant said 
that was a sign of political maturity. 
Others said that was a sign that the 
Sephardim had founded one more 
unnecessary establishment in the 
line-up of Jewish organizations. 

A few years ago, the World 
Sephardi Federation, which was and 
in many ways still is a code word for 
international tycoon Nessim Gaon, 
was ἃ key player in a drama of class 


rivalries, political demagoguery and | 


ethnic revenge. Calmer voices, pre- 
dicting ethnic intermarriage and gra- 
dual economic development as a way 
to bridge the rift, were shouted down 
or bought off. Those who argued 
that stupidity and the country’s 
poverty, rather then an Ashkenazi 
conspiracy, were behind the poor 
treatment of Morrocan immigrants 
of the 1950s were labeled seliouts. 
Among the acts in the political 
theatre were Gaon putting his con-.

FEW MEETINGS can have taken 
place under such inauspicious condi- 
tions as the talks earlier this month 
between the leaders of Algeria, 
Morocco and Saudi Arabia. That the 
summit happened at all was due 
largely to the persistence of King 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia, who refused 
to give up his efforts to mediate a 
settlement to the war in the Western 
Sahara despite the lack of progress 
he made on a visit to the region in 
March. 

The Saudi monarch’s unexpected 
arrival in Algeria was at first billed as 
a purely bilateral affair, and 

ugh rumours of a meeting be- 
tween President Chadli Benjedid 
and King Hassan were soon circulat- 
ing. the summit talks themselves 
were not officially announced until 
after they had already begun. 
Saudi Arabia's willingness to press 
with such determination to end the 
11-year-old conflict between Moroc- 
can forces and the Polisario Front 
was apparently due to the dangerous 
turn the conflict has taken in recent 
months, This was the result of 
Morocco's decision to extend the 
defensive fortifications its forces 
- have been building through the for- 
mer Spanish colony down to the 
southern border with Mauritania. 

The Mauritanian government 
viewed this development with par- 
ticular alarm, and not only because 
of its longstanding suspicion that 
King Hassan’s expansionist ambi- 
tions may not end with the assimila- 
tion of the Western Sahara. Their 
more immediate concern is that 
fighting along the new Sixth Wall 
could spill across the border and 
disrupt the vital rai] link that carries 
iron ore from the mines of Zouerate 
to the port facilities at Nouadibou, 
not to mention the area’s important 
fishing industry. This threat has 
seemed ail the more real since Poti- 
satio guerrillas began a new series of 
major operations towards the end of 
February.

Meanwhile, hopes of reaching a 
lasting settlement to the conflict look 
almost as distant as ever. In its 
account, the official Algerian news 
agency went out of its way to reas- 
sure Polisario there had been no 
attempt to mediate on its behalf, and 
that Algeria's position supporting 
direct negotiations between Moroc- 
co and Polisario remained un- 


changed. 

Official reaction in Rabat was 
more upbeat. In a message to King 
Fabd, King Hassan said the encoun- 
ter would help settle existing prob- 
lems between Mosocco and Algeria, 
and begin “an era of sincere and 
continuous cooperation.” However, 
Bo progress seems to have been 


made in reconciling the differing | 


views of the two countries on the 
terms of a future referendum in the 
territory, and the domestic con- 
straints on both leaders remain.

Arve Arad tests the Peugeot 309 


A very flexible 
car, Suitable - 
for any driver 


EVER SINCE Subaru importers 
came out with the slogan. “If you 
can’t afford one of the 18 Subaru 
models, compromise on a European. 
car,” I've been wondering why, if 
.you have, for example, a Peugeot 
309, you should compromise on a 
Subaru? 

Over the past few years, we have 
learned that Subaru is the cheapest 
car in every class. Since it was also 
the best equipped car in each class, it 
became a very popular car in Israel. 
For the past 10 years it had 25 per 
cent of the market and was the best 
selling car in the country. The Euro- 
pean cars had to settle for competing 
for the title of “the best-selling Euro- 
pean car.” i 

Since last January, however, the 
Subaru is not as cheap as it used to 
be, as the new slogan indicates -- and 
Israelis are now able to choose a car 
according to the accepted criteria. of 
which price is only one. That's why 
attention was drawn to the Euro- 
pean cars that Subaru finds so in- 
ferior. 

The Italians and the French are’ 
the first to enjoy this new situation. 


There was never so much interest in 
Israel in a Citroen as there has been 
this year for the BX, for example. 
The Peugeot 309, 1 imagine, may 
copy that success. At a price of less 
than NIS 30,000 it is very competi- 
tive, and 1 believe it is the best in its 
class — the small family class. 

THE 309 is an almost entirely new 
car, produced from the Vera design, 
which also gave birth to the 205. The 
309 was intended to fit somewhere 
between the 205 and the 305, but any 
comparison is out of place. The 305 
is no longer very modem, and the 
309 is only in its infancy. With its 
aerodynamic design, which I think is 
beautiful, its internal comfort and its 
feminine tenderness, the 309 is on its 
way to becoming the car of the year 
for ex-Subaru clients. 

It is almost entirely new because 
the engine is taken from the Talbot 
and adjusted to fit the 309. This 
engine had two problems. The main 
one was that the drive shaft wears 
too quickly for no apparent reason. 
Peugot analysed the engine and 
found the answer. Now they say they 
have made so many improvements 


παν 


that “γοῖι can say it’s a new engine.” 
Of course, if the drive shaft wears 
out too quickly, you would have to 
make such enormous changes that it 
would be virtually a new engine. 

The Peugeot people, who claim 
that it is a fundamentally good en- 
gine that just had some planning 
problems, feel that they have solved 
the drive-shaft problem and a few 
Other problems on the way. Judging 
from what our friends abroad say, 
they are right. But we will only be 
certain after a year or so. 

While making those improve- 
ments, Peugeot increased the torque 
and decreased the rpms needed for 
the best torque. On the 1,294 cc. 
engine the torque is 10.5 kg/m. at 
2,800 rpm. On the larger engine, 
1,580 cc., the torque is 13 kg/m. at 
2,800 rpm. That is how they pro- 
duced a more fiexible engine. On the 
smaller engine, the 1,118 cc., the 
torque is 8.8 kg./m. at only 3,000 
rpm. I didn’t drive that model, but I 
assume that it is much less flexible 
and demands much more gear- 
changing. ᾿ 

The transmission is completely 


new. It was designed especially for 


- this series and based on the Vera. It 


was installed in the 205, which was 
very successful in the Reali races in 
the past two years. There were a few 
more improvements during the 
races, and it was then incorporated 
in the 309. The result is a transmis- 
sion that fits the engine like a glove. 

The ideal transfer ratio and the 
front wheel drive will suit any driver. 
They allow the nervous tyro to drive 
at 20 kph in third gear and the 
speed-hog to do 120 kph in the same 
gear. The possibility of using fifth 
gear in town, going as slow as 50. 
makes for considerable savings in 
petrol. Of course, if you then want 
to take off, you have to go back to 
third, or even second, but to coast 
along you can stay in fifth. Unbeliev- 
able! 

The pride of the Peugeot en- 
gineers is the steering column. They 
have created a very exact column, 
almost like power-steering. In the 
two weeks prior to getting my 309, I 
drove a BMW 735 and a Passat -- 
both have power-steering — and 1 
liked the 309's steering better. In 
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short, Peugeot has created ἃ great 
steering system. The beautiful com- 
bination of shock-absorbers and a 
front stabilizer-bar, as well as a back 
curve-bar, results in a smooth ride 
with excellent handling and a good 
feel for the road. The steering-wheel 
does everything you demand of it, 
and at any speed. 

The designers of the 309 have also 
provided great visibility both front 
and back. The headlights, which 
tend to blind oncoming drivers, have 
been placed for minimum disturb- 
ance, and the window frames have 
been lowered to enlarge the range of 
vision. Although they might have 
fixed a right-side mirror, this is less 
necessary here than in any othercar1 
know. 

1 got my car from a dealer in Bnei 
Brak. After an hour and a half after 
taking delivery T was forced to return 
it because the front wheels were out 
of alignment. Since the car had only 
been driven 11,000 km., the people 
at the dealer's didn't believe me. 
They told me next day that I was 
right. [don’t know why they gave me 
an unaligned car, unless they them- 


selves didn't think it would go out of 
alignment so quickly. 

The beakes were not perfect, 
either. I felt that I was braking too 
hard, and that the brakes would lock 
faster than expected. After some 
checking, I found that the pressure 
regulator was not working properly. 

Anyone who takes this French car 
home should make absolutely sure 
that thing is in line. It is unus- 
able when something like that is out

The Peugeot people well remem- 
ber the mistakes made on the 404 
‘when it came to wetness. The 404 
was well known for difficult starting 
on rainy days, as well as for its 
tendency to conk out while driving in 
stormy weather, especially when the 
road was wet. The French have over- 
come those problems, but they are 
still defeated by heavy rain. In the 
309, they have covered the distribu- 
tor with plastic, even though the 
starter is electric and there is no fear 
of rain damage. | received the car on 
a stormy day, and had no trouble 
starting next morning. 

I have only driven the 309 with a 
1,294 cc. engine. I assume the smal- 
ler engine is lazier and the larger one 
has more spunk. Here is a detailed 
assessment: 

Φ Acceleration: quick; from 0-100 
kph in 14.8 seconds. 

Φ Engine: very flexible; drives 
splendidly on a full load: responds 
well to demanding driving; easy 
Starting in all weather, and, smooth 
tide immediately: 65 mph at 5,600 
rpm; torque - 10.5 at 2,800 rpm, adds 
to the flexibility. 

Φ Transmission: excellent; goes 
perfectly with the engine's flexibility;

‘Each dealer has amonopoly. He has you in the palm of his hand and there is no price- bargaining’ 


THE BIG change that has taken 
place since I last wrote about the 
purchase of cars in Israel six months 
ago is that the Subaru is no longer 
the bargain it was. Other cars are 
comparable in price. due, I presume, 
to the soaring exchange-rate of the 
Japanese yen. 

‘What has not changed since my 
last article is the totally non- 
competitive situation prevailing in 
the market for new cars. 

The recent normalization of tax 
tables makes it possible for the per- 
son wanting a medium-sized car to 
allow himself a 1.6 litre vehicle in- 
stead of the 1.3 litre type, without 
incurring ruin. The latter is fine for 
the flat coastal area but tends to be 
under-powered in hill country. I con- 
centrated my attention, therefore, 
on the 1.6 litre variety. 

1 also fixed price limits for myself: 
not more than NIS 40,000 (including 
VAT and import deposit) and not 
less than NIS 30.000. That puts out 
of court cheap makes like the Seat 
cars (whose engines do not exceed 
1.5 litres mm Israel) and expensive 
limousines like the Audi 80. 

Those decisions made it ible 
to narrow the field. The cheapest 
German car is the Opel Ascona. I 
mention German cars, because they 
have the merit of being robust, and 
the Ascona is surely a bargain. Other 
German models of that size cost 
more than NIS 50,000 (due to the 
high value of the Deutschmark), 
whereas the Ascona 1.6 LS automa- 
tic with power-steering is available 
for only NIS 42,500, and NIS 500 
less if you chance on one with non- 
broad tyres. 

The great weight of the Ascona 
gives you a feeling of security, but 
reduced acceleration. The design is 
old-fashioned and box-like, suggest- 
ing that this model may be phased 
out shortly. Besides, its price is 
above my upper limit of NIS 40,000. 

' Design-wise, the five-door Asco- 
na has more grace than the one with 
four doors, and does not look so 


dated. It costs only NIS 2,000 more, 
or would do if it were available in LS 
form — but'it isn’t. The five-door 
model the agent chooses to import is 
the more luxurious GL model (cen- 
tral locking, velvet upholstery, fitted 
carpets, efc.) and the extra cost is 
NIS 5,000. Which puts it quite out of 
the reckoning for my purposes. 

What else is there? The Ford Sier- 
ra for NIS 35,000. Another bulky 
automobile, but the price does not 
include automatic gear or power- 
steering, which are available only in 
the more expensive 1.8 litre model. 

The smaller Escort, normally 
equipped with a 1.1 or 1.3 litre 
motor, can be got, under the name 
Erika, with a full-sized 1.6 Sierra 
engine — and it is available with 
automatic gear (though not power- 
steering). That might do you well, 
except that it costs a whopping 
NIS 42,000. 

The Renauit 21 is extremely desir- 
able; however it too tops our price 
ceiling, this time considerably, pre- 
sumably because its 1.7 litre engine 
carries a heavier tax. 

The list of possibilities is narrow- 
ing. For NIS 34,000 you can have a 
Fiat Regata 100 — quite a potent 
performer. Its 100 brake-horse- 
power enables it ta reach 100 kph in 
10 seconds. Add NIS 1,700 and you 
also get power-steering; but you 
can’t get an automatic gear. If you 
want the automatic, you must settle 


for the 1,500 cc Regata 85—which on" 


the other hand does not have power- 
steering! 

The same either/or situation exists 
with the Subaru. You can get an 
automatic DL model without power- 
steering for NIS 34,500, or the more 
expensive GL model with power- 
steering but with a manual gear-box 
for NIS 36,810. 

The only car within our price- 
Tange that seems to have everything 
is the Citroen BX. For NIS 38,500 
you get the TRS version. which 
includes automatic gear, power- 
steering, electric windows and cen-

tral door-focking. It is an elegant car, 
marred only by a black triangle with 
black paralle} lines on both sides that 
some lunatic in the design depart- 
ment thought was decorative. 

Nevertheless, it is selling like hot 
cakes..So much so that Felix, owner 
of the garage that repairs Citroens in 
Jerusalem's Talpiot, is installing 
additional service facilities -exclu- 
sively for the BX. On the roof he is 
building a café where customers can 
look at the view over Gilo while 
_ for the work on their vehicle 
to i . 


WHEN ORDERING a car in Israel 
you must pay a NIS 1,000 deposit, 
never mind what model you buy. If 
you change your mind (or run out of 
funds), you can get your deposit 
back, minus NIS 200 retained for 
“expenses.” What expenses? The 
dealers ought to have cars in stock. 
They do not, so they fine the custom- 
er. 


When the car is released from 
bond -- not to the buyer, but to the 
agent — the former must pay the full 
price. Reason this time? The agent 
has'to pay the tax. But he duns you 
not for the tax alone; be extorts the 
full price down to the last agora 
before you even set eyes on your 
purchase. You buy literally “sight 
unseen.” 


The most disturbing aspect is that 
all the dealers, without exception, 
make the same demand on the cus- 
tomer, both for the NIS 1,000 de- 


posit and for the payment in full 
before delivery. This is presumably 
authorized by the government in 
exchange for the dealers’ submission 
to a low retailer’s. mark-up under the 
price-control system. Ν 

It’s the old story: the government 
thinks it knows best. Instead of ab- 
staining from intervention and let- 
ting the pressures of competition 
take their course, the government 


sets up a cartel under its control. 


‘Each dealer has a monopoly. Only 


one firm sells Fiats, only one sells 
Fords, only one sells Volkswagens, 
and they are not permitted to sell 
each other's makes. If you want a 
particular model, you are confined 
to one dealer. He has you in the palm 
of his hand. 

He will do as little as he can to 
meet your requirements. You stand 
in line to make your enquiries or 
book your order. No one invites you 
to sit down or promises you atten- 
tion. If the phone rings, the salesman 
answers at length and you go on 
waiting and waiting... . 

When your tum for his attention 
eventually comes, he speaks curtly, 
answers your questions minimally, 
tells you the price and virtually no- 
thing else. If you want to discuss 
acceleration, torque, engine struc- 
ture, performance -- save your 


breath. He won't know what you are ἢ 


talkingabout. . . 

After placing your order you may 

ἴ your car quickly, but are more 

ikely to wait a month or two or more 

for it to arrive, which is another ill of 
the system. Cars are available in the 
factories abroad on demand, with 
the exception of occasional new 
models temporarily in short supply. 
Shipping a European car to Israel by 
sea costs $700 and takes 10 days. 
Freighting it by air costs an extra 
$400 and takes 72 hours. These facts 
make no difference when bureaucra- 
cy rules. ᾿ 

‘You cannot bargain over price, as 
they do in America. I tried protest- 
ing at least against the deposit. I said 
T would give a cheque for the whole 
sum in advance when the time came, 
but saw no point in paying a deposit 
for a car that had-not yet left 
Europe's shores. 

The vendor said that if 1 did not 
cough up the money there and then, 


“he would be unable to take my 


order. I said 1 would walk out and 
buy another make. He shrugged an 
indifferent shoulder. ᾿

The American dealer will do any- 
thing to make a sale; his Israeli 
counterpart does not care either 
way. 


TT IS POSSIBLE to import your 
own car, and there are personal- 
import agents who will help. They 
cannot import the car for you, be- 
cause they are not licensed to do so. 
You do the importing yourself and 
they act as intermediary. 

The system does not work, be- 
cause the car will cost you more. 
Two conflicting explanations are 
offered. The customs man tells you 
that the accredited importer who 
takes hundreds of cars from the 
factory each year gets them 
wholesale. The private importer, 
who buys one vehicle only, neces- 
sarily has to pay more, therefore his 
tax (being a proportion of the price) 
isgreater, τ" 

As customs officials cannot verify 
the purchase-price of every single 
car imported, they have fixed a flat 
extra charge of 8 per cent above the 
amount paid by the registered im- 
porters on all pe ly-imported 
vehicles. That, they tell you, under- 
states the price difference, which can 
be as much as 30 per cent. 

The personal-import dealer 
agrees. that some of the cars he 
locates for interested customers are 
indeed more expensive than the 
locally-handled variety — but some 
are cheaper. He can, for example, 
get an Opel Ascona for less than the 
registered importer has to pay. All 

, the same, the tax is higher (by the 
above-mentioned 8 per cent) and 
that is what makes it unprofitable to 
import the Ascona privately. 

How does he manage to find single 
Asconas at a lower price than is paid 
by the importer who buys hundreds 
each year? Because he buys them in 
Belgium. The import firm acquires 
its cars at source from the factory in 
Germany. For some reason, Bel- 
gium is cheaper.

There is a discount in Belgium. 
which reveals again the money- 
wasting rigidities accompanying the 
administration's attempt to run the 
entire economy by executive fiat. It 
would be more sensible to fix a single 
tax for each car-type -- whoever 
infports it and whatever the price 
paid. 


OUR CONCLUSION should be: 
abolish all price controls (designed 
to help the customer) and abolish all 
monopolies (designed to protect the 
supplier). Allow any applicant to 
import cars and let all compete in 
price and quality of service. 

But who, it is asked, would fi- 
nance the repair facilities and the 
supply of spares? Answer: the peo- ἱ 
ple who do it now -- the customers. § 
They pay through the nose for repair 
work and for spares. 

Organizing these services is a 
highly profitable business. The gov- . 
ernment does.not have to oblige anid 
particular firms to do it in exchange πεν 
for monopolistic privileges. Such 
thinking belongs to the Middle 
Ages 


The government could reasonably 
limit the number of different makes 
that may be imported in order not to 
crowd the small market with too 
great a variety. It could ban (as it 
does now) the import of cars for 
which ancillary facilities are not 
available. For the rest, it should 
leave the buying and selling to the 
operation of the open market. 

There is no reason why cars should 
not be available in Israel as else- τι 
where — on demand, at competitive ΕΝ a 
prices, paid for on delivery and alas 
banded over by salesmen who treat 
their clients with the proper cour- £ nase: 
tesy. No reason, other than the ἘΣΘ 
obsession of the government that it : 
must put its interfering finger in 
every conceivable pie.

Reichman makes a bet on downtown 


The Canadian 
millionaire is building 
shopping malls, but he’s 
- shunning suburban sites 
for the traditional 
commercial centres

Dressed in a dark suit, kippa 
placed firmly on his head, speaking 
in a deliberate voice as he describes 
downtown Jerusalem's parking faci- 
lities, Edward Reichman doesn’t 
look much like a gambling man. 

But when the jackhammers, 
Cranes and concrete trucks converge 
on Jerusalem's Rehov King George 
later this summer, Reichman will be 
staking several million dollars (he 
won't say exactly how much) that the 
Israeli shopper is going to spun 
those expensive enclosed shopping 
malls springing up around the coun- 
try for his traditional venue: the 
downtown commercial centre. 

Reichman's City Centre mall, 
smack in the middle of the capital's 
“triangle” is the most intriguing of 
four projects he is working on in 
Israel, the first concrete example of 
his contrarian philosophy of de- 
velopment. 

While Israeli developers, led by 
Reichman’s fellow Canadian David 
Azrieli, are rushing to build huge 
shopping centres on the outskirts of 
the major cities, City Centre will be 
planted firmly downtown on asite he 
purchased from Discount Bank 
several weeks ago for $2 million. 
Reichman says a clutch of other 
similar projects are under negotia- 
tions in Jerusalem and Tel ‘Aviv. 

His connection with Israel actually 
goes back to 1948, but until now 
Reichman has invested quietly. [π- 
deed, even today he refuses to talk 
about anything but his current pro- 
jects. “I was never interested in 
publicity. More recently things have 

Out of my personal control... 
Tt wasn’t a change of strategy,” he 
says without offering to elaborate. 

Reichman’s higher profile comes 
as he steps up his activities in Israel. 
“Not that ἔνε become more enthu- 
siastic about Israel, but there is an 
appearance of economic stability 
and I'm an optimist.” 

He can afford to be. The Reich- 
man family controls Olympia and 
York Developments, which in tum 
controls some $12 billion in assets 
{equal to about half Israel's gross 
domestic product) and 50 million 
square feet of real estate. By com- 
parison, all Reichman’s Israeli pro- 
jects — which are personal ventures, 
not family investments — could be 


virtually squeezed inside one of the 
expansive lobbies of Olympia’s Bat- 
tery Park City project, its New York 


» City showcase, 


Interestingly, the Battery Park 
project, which is focated adjacent to 
Wall Street in Manhattan, and the 
City Centre in Jerusalem reflect the 
same point of view. 

“T'm basically a city centre man, a 
believer in the downtown,” he ex- 
plains over a cup of coffee at a cafe in 
his other downtown shopping cen- 
tre, the upscale Mill project in Jeru- 
salem’s Rehavia section. “My pro- 
jects are all aimed at revitalizing city 
centres.” 

His view is that the big enclosed 
shopping mall -- the kind inhabited 
by chain stores with cute names, 
Mazak and bored teenagers, and 
ringed by acres of asphalt parking -- 
fs a passing phenomenon. Israeli 
developers who are copying the 
model from North America are 
latching on to an idea whose time has 
come and gone. 

The evidence is there in the revi- 
vial of the once-decaying city centres 
of North America and even im Israel, 
where Jerusalem's Midrehov and 
Tel Aviv's Dizengoff Centre are ex- 
periencing a commercial boom. 
Reichman holds that the young cou- 
ples who left the cities for the sub- 
urbs years back are returning to the 
cities as their children grow up and 
move out. “Empty nesters," he calls 
them. At the same time, many of 
their children aren't as intrigued by 
the surburbs as their parents were, 
and are electing to stay in the cities, 
too. 

Reichman, himself, who spends 
three of four months of every year in 
Israel, cites himself an an example. 
Several years ago he sold his Savyon 
home to move to central Jerusalem, 
and his children have done so as 
well. 

Another factor behind Reich- 
man’s infatuation with downtown is 
the tourist dollar. In Jerusalem, he 
notes, where household incomes are 
half the levels of greater Tel Aviv, 
tourists account for a huge portion of 
the shopping money spent in the 
capital. In Tel Aviv, as well, their 
importance shouldn't be discounted. 
Tourists, he says, are not going to 
visit a shopping mall distant from the 
centre of town — it's too far from the 
hotels and other sites. 

‘The Mill, which opened in March, 
seems to bear out his view. On a 
recent weekday afternoon, the shops 
and cafes were full, and the commer- 
cial space, despite its $50-a-square 
metre price and various limitations 
put on design and display by Reich- 
man, is fully rented. 

That’s no accident, says Reich- 
man. When he agreed to acquire the 
project from Jerusalem developer 
Matityaha Lifschitz, Reichman took 


a step rarely taken by his Israeli 
counterparts: He conducted a mar- 
ket survey aimed at discovering 
The Mill's potential customer base 
and how he could cater to it. The 
numbers looked promising: 20.000 
residents in Rehavia and Talbich: 
2,000 hotel rooms, between the Pla- 
za, Kings and Laromme hotels, as 
well as a host of smaller hostels, and 
a huge population of office workers 
coming from such institutions as the 
Jewish Agency. :

the general role of Israeli develop- 
ers. He keeps his own staff to a 
minumum, contracting out 
architecture, engineering and man- 
agement to others. Indeed his Jeru- 
salem headquarters consists of his 
own Office and piace for a secretary 
and oné assistant. He does all his 
work on a cash basis, without bank 
financing and takes a keen personal 
interest in the design and construc- 
tion quality of his projects. 

In a recent interview, he took a 
reporter through the unfinished

conclusions of his survey. The stores 
and restaurants are upscale, directed 
towards well-heeled tourists and em- 
ployees on an expense account. 
And, because Rehavia lacks a sta- 
tionary shop, Reichman has rented 
out space to the Amanut chain. 

In planning for City Centre, 
Reichman similarly commissioned 
studies of Jerusalem's downtown. 


Beyond City Centre, which will - 


contain 4,000 square metres of office 
and commercial space over five 
floors, and the Mill, Reichman has 
two other projects under way in 
Jerusalem. He has invested in the 
final phase of the Kiryat Wolfson 
project, an expensive townhouse de- 
velopment, and is building what he 
describes as an adult luxury con- 
dominum adjacent to the Prime 
Minister's house. All told, he ex- 
pects the four projects to require 
investments of about $25m., of 
which he has already spent $10m. 
(The new Jerusalem city ball build- 
ing is a Reichman family project.) 
Beyond his interest in market stu- 
dies, Reichman isan exception to 


Kiryat Wolfson project, climbing 
half-finished stairs and leaping 
across ditches. He opens windows, 
points out the place for floor lights 
on stairs and the air conditioning 
ducts. Finding quality construction 
work in Israel isn't impossible, not 
even difficult, he contends, if you 
demand it. “1 am pleased, I like my 
Projects." 

His Jerusalem office is likewise a 
show-case for his high standards. 
The furnishings including the brass 
lamps and padded conference table, 
are all made locally, although more 
typical Israeli quality manages to slip 
through: Bezek has yet to connect 
the telephone. 

Reichman seems to take smail 
inconveniences like that easily 
enough. The question is, why bother 
at all? Even if his Israeli ventures are 
wildly successful, they won't add 
substantially to what be has already. 
But, as Reichman explains, with his 
participation in the family businesses 
now at a minimum, his projects in 
Israel offer another reward. “It 


keeps me a little busy,” he explains.

The Lavi quandary 

THE SIAMESE twins of the “national unity government” 
who, despite near separation over the international confer- 
ence, yesterday beat off three no-confidence motions pre- 
sented by the Knesset opposition, will meet in a special session 
this morning -- instead of the originally scheduled inner cabinet 
meeting — to discuss the future of the Lavi fighter aircraft. 
Although it has recently become a hotly controversial issue, the 
Lavi may provide the Alignment and the Likud with an 
opportunity for a meeting of minds. 

The now urgently necessary decision will be taken not today 
but at some later date. But an agreement then need not 
necessarily be barred by the fact that for many long hours 
yesterday the Alignment was in a mood to vote against the 
government of which it was still a member. Such disagreement 
as exists at this time over the Lavi seems to cut through both 


major parties. 


That there is such disagreement at all may come as a surprise 
to more than a few Israelis. Until very recently the continued 
development and production of the Lavi was assured a place of 
honour in the inner sanctum of the national consensus. The 
Lavi, this country’s first homemade — even if not entirely 
homemade -- military plane, was authoritatively presented as 
potentially the best in the world, and certainly the best suited to 
the Israel Air Force’s specific needs. 

The scientific and technological infrastructure set up to 
develop and produce the Lavi, resting as it did on thousands of 
expert and dedicated engineers, technicians and others, was 
widely for lifting as in addition, perhaps most importantly, as a 
lever for lifting the country onto a much higher scientific and 
technological stage. In that crucial respect, it was contended, 
there was no substitute for the Lavi project. 

That the argument in favour of continuing with the project 
was very weighty could hardly be doubted, despite objections 


to its soaring 


costs from its part sponsor, the U.S. government. 


What the Israeli public was, however, until very recently 
prevented from discovering was that the argument reflected the 
position of the country’s military-industrial complex, rather 


than of the military as such. 


The commitment of the Israel Aircraft Industries to the Lavi 
was not — or at least is no Jonger — shared by the IDF 
collectively, nor even by the Air Force itself. The Air Force 
would rather scrap the project, and instead of absorbing 100 
Lavi fighters, purchase, with the available U.S. foreign aid 


funds, 75 F-16s from America. 


Ideally the Air Force may have preferred the Lavi. The 
plane’s performance during its initial test flights has indicated 
that it is just about everything it was expected to be. But the 
cost of producing it would be too oppressive to bear — in part 
because the export opportunities are highly unpromising. 

The “lion” might not have come to such a sorry pass had it 
remained the cunning little fox originally contemplated by 
Ezer Weizman as defence minister. But the Air Force’s own 
demands for upgrading, backed up by Moshe Arens when he 
became minister of defence, turned it into a heavier and more 


expensive beast. 


The high costs of the Lavi as it is, would, so the army 
contends, leave no funds available for investment in more 
urgently needed instruments of warfare. of original Israeli 
design, required by all the armed services, including the Air 
Force. For this reason the army — and the Defence Ministry — 
are utterly opposed to financing the continuation of the Lavi 
project from the regular defence budget. And at the moment 
no alternative sources of funding are in sight. . 

Nevertheless, the government may well decide to go on with 
the Lavi, at least for a while. There will be several pressing 


reasons for this.

dismissal of all those directly and indirectly employed in the 
project would cause grave dislocations. Suitable alternative 
workplaces in civilian, or even in military, industry would not

Besides, this is most probably an election year, and there 
may well be at least two Knesset seats directly involved in the

They insist that a candidate be 
elected by the number of votes given 
to the party and not to an individual 
of public choice. 

Curiously enough, as pointed out 
by Asher Arian, an alternative to the 


Ya’acobi proposal already exists. 
Balloting in municipal elections is 
twofold, the mayor being elected 
ally and directly by a separate 
vote from the ballot cast for Ὡς 
municipal council. Teddy Kollek. 
for example, has been elected each 
time as the choice of the public for 
Mayor of Jerusalem, regardless of 
the voting for the council. A similar 
choice could be given in constituency 
elections, one ballot being cast for 
the national party list and another 
for the voter's chosen candidate. 
Parties would thereby at least be 
compelled to field locally individual 
candidates in whom the public would 
. have confidence. They would be 
obliged, after elections. to spend 
time in their constituencies. Those 
who elected them to the Knesset 
would have an interest in following 
their performance. 


THE MAJOR question is, how real 
electoral reform can be brought ab- 
out in face of the obvious opposition 
of Israel's existing parties to a true 
constituency system. ᾿ 

T have two radical ions. 
The first would be to hold 2 national 
referendum not merely on the de- 
sirability of electoral reform, bat on 
specific proposals. Surveys have 
already indicated that the public is in 
favour of reform, but its wishes are 
ignored or stalled by the Knesset. 
My second suggestion is that if the 
national unity government disinte- 
grates, as appears likely, there 
should be a voters’ strike. The public

The trouble is that the Israel pub- 
lic does not seem to realize either its 
real strength or the actual weakness 
of the country’s political parties. The 
paradox is that while political con- 
sciousness in Israel is on ἃ consistent- 
ly high level, actual membership in 
our political parties has been on a 

. Marked decline. Membership has 
fallen from 18 per cent of the public 
in 1969 to 16 per cent in 1973, to 13 
per cent in 1977, to 10 per cent in 
1981, and to 8 per cent in 1984. 

Apart from the decline of public 
dependence on them for various be-

nefits which today are provided by _ 
the state. the media— and particular. 
ly television -- have supplanted the 

v branch as a source Of political 
enlightenment and debate. The im- :

THE SAD FACT is that Israci's © * 
parties — right. left and religious— | 
present to the. public fossilized 
ideologies which are no longer com- 
mensurate with the country’s real τς ἰ 
problems and needs. They have “4 
lacked creative thinking since the ἐξ 
time Israel became a state. Anima. 
tion is represented by pragmatic re- 
sponse to day-to-day events and the 
struggle between them for power.. 
The decline of their intellectual and 
spiritual strength has been manifest 
not only in the succession of indi- 
vidual scandals and examples of cor.. 
ruption. but also by the process of 
cover-ups and inane mistakes in 
foreign affairs. 
However, various groups have’ 
ig up around the country de- 
manding electoral reform. These 
have been of a non-party character, 
Among them is the large new orga- 
nization of pensioners which, in 
addition to its specific demands, has 
raised the banner of electoral reform 
along constituency lines. It intends 
to field its own independent candj- 
dates at the next Knesset elections. 
Moreover, the large settlers’ orga- 
nizations of immigrants from West- 6 
era countries, whose background of Ὁ. 
democratic experience is an obvious 
asset to this country, not only sup- ὀκ ἧ  πτ΄ 
port electoral reform but, in at least 
one instance, have even gone into 
the streets and gathered thousands 
of signatures petitioning for elector- 
reform. 

The public increasingly realizes 
that the impasse of coalition govern- 
ment and the price that has had to be 
paid for it over the years in both the 
quality and quantity of its democra: 
cy. must be brought to an end as 
speedily as possible. As Jonathan 
Shapiro, in his book An Elite without 
Successors writes: ‘“The major fea- 
ture of internal party structures is 
indirect representation. this is an 
‘admirable* means of banishing 
democracy while pretending to app- 
lyit.”
